MIXED FARMING. 


In their recent tour through the 
Northwest the ministers of agriculture 
and finance preached the doctrine of 
mixed farming to every gathering of 
farmers that they had the good—or ill— | 
fortune to address, Of course the farmers ! 
went to seethe ministers for the pur- 
pose of talking tariff and railway rates, 
and forthe ministers to attempt to 
avoid discussion on these points by 
giving the farmers instructions as to 
the management of their own business 
was hardly to the point. At the same 
time it must be admitted that with 
wheat at present prices, wheat farming 


alone does not pay even if the crop is 
good. The wheat farmer has to buy so 
so much of everything he requires— 
even his flour has to be purchased—that 
he pays the heaviest tribute to the com- 
bines, while the bulky nature of his 
chief product places him most com- 
pletely at the mercy of the railway 
His candle is being burned at both ends. 
This, too, leaving out of consideration 
sort crops or complete crop failures. 
At the same time itis utter nonsense to 
advocate mixed farming where the 
country is not suited for it. - The very 
features which make certain parts of 
the country attractive to the wheat 
grower render it unsuitable for stock 
raising; or rather there are many fea 
tures which are an absolute necessity to 
mixed farming that are not so necessary 
in wheat growing. The wheat farmer 
jooks for open prairie land which will 
cost him the smallest possible amount 
to bring under cultivation. The water 
supply matters little, for he will onfy 
kee» a couple of teams of horses and 
he can haul water for them. For the 
same reason the questions of natural 
shelter, pasture or hay land are not 
considered. He purposely avoids the 
land that has these features; for the 
brush that gives shelter to stock would 
greatly increase the cost of breaking,

tem, and as fast as possible return to 
a revenue tariff policy. Well, that’ 
of course is not very sound tory 
doctrine. Iam quite willing to admit 
that, because I understand that if there 
is anyihing atall thata tory prides 
himself on, it is on holding on to every- 
thing thathe has got—and I at once 
realize that Iam somewhat of a back- 
slider in that regard. I know, having 
lived through the whole course of the 
national policy, having been at its birth 
and at its prime, and now about to 
witness its death-bed—that those who 
advocated the national pelicy, from the 
great leader himself, Sir John Macdon- 
ald, down to the humblest follower, 
always did so as a merely temporary 
expedient. We took the manufacturer 
and the farmer under our wing, and 
said we will shut out the American 
crops from our market so that you can 
charge the consumers more, and you 
will get rich, and everybody will get 
rich, and that is what I hambly_be- 
lieved in. The question is whether 
everybody has got rich. Undoubtedly 
some people have. The manufacturers 
have. And hov. have they done it? 
It is not by selling their goods to the 
foreigner, or sending them across the 
border, but selling them to you, ladies 
and ventlemen, all along. And if they 
have got rich you must have got poor. 
You cannot fill up this pail out of that 
one without that one getting less. They 
said they would not increase the price 


of goods, that all they wanted was to | 


keep the foreigner out of the market. 
They said: “We will manufacture all 
the Canadian people want and charge 
them no more than if the British and 
American manufacturers were compet-
